Washington (/P)—Science may 
make farms of the fu tu re twice 
as prod u ctiv e as now, bu t this j 
will not conflict with efforts to 
end agricu ltu ral ov er-prod u ction, 
in the opinion of tjie secretary of 
agricu ltu re, Henry A. Wallace. 
Continu ing scientific research i 
to make hu m an labor more pro­ 
d u ctiv e and increase y ield s of 
the best land is the only sou nd 
cou rse to pu rsu e, for any other 
will lead to “barbarism and cha- ; 
os." the secretary said . 
“Larger 
y ield s from smaller 
field s" is his answer to the qu es­ 
tion of how the gov ernment with 
one hand can encou rage scien­ 
tists to keep on seeking new aid s 
to the growing of larger crops 
per acre and with the other can 
carry ou t a program of crop re­ 
d u ction, restriction 
of 
acreage 
and the taking, of marginal land s 
ou t of prod u ction. 
The secretary , himself a scien- 
J 
tist, has gained fame for his 
breed ing ex periments lead ing to 
improv ed ty pes of corn. He find s 
nothing incongru ou s in su ch a 
program. 
It is tru e, he said , tha t a pol­ 
icy of encou raging increase of ! 
prod u ction 
ind efinitely withou t j 
su pplementary planning to in­ 
su re consu mption wou ld lead to 
d isaster. As long as the gov ern­ 
m ent failed to face the resu lts of 
increased prod u ctiv ity it was al­ 
most "criminally negligent." Bu t 
it is perfectly sou nd , he believ es, i 


to striv e to make human labo r 
increasingly mo re pro ductiv e. 
"In the pu blic ey e the em pha­ 
sis of the new d eal seems tq be 
u pon economic 
m atters,” said 
the secretary , "bu t it is import­ 
ant as we perfect better social 
machinery not to forget tha t so 
far we hav e merely scratched the 
su rface of scientific u nd erstand ­ 
ing. 
"Science can read ily enable 
hu m an labor to be twice as pro­ 
d u ctiv e, bu t it is im portant that 
increasing prod u ctiv ity resu lting 
from the application of science 
be equ ally d istribu ted so there is 
a d ecent 
ad ju stm ent 
between 
prod u ctiv e powrer and consu mp­ 
tiv e power. 
“The ability of science to in­ 
crease prod u ctiv ity , howev er, is 
no reason 
why we shou ld 
not 
striv e 
for 
continu ou s 
u nd er­ 
stand ing and application of na t­ 
u ral laws." 
To tu rn 
back 
or 
stop the 
wheels of time by ceasing re ­ 
search, the secretary went on, 
wou ld be nothing short of a ca­ 
lamity . On the contrary , there is 
ev ery incentiv e 
for 
continu ing 
research, for the lowest possible 
costs of prod u ction, he believ es, 
can be attained best by taking 
the poor land s ou t of prod u c­ 
tion of crops and pu tting the 
best scientific efforts into im ­ 
prov ing high 
grad e Tand 
and 
liv estock. 
Continu ing scientific efforts to 
improv e agricu ltu re also are ju s­ 
tified by the ex ample of ind u stry , 
the secretary said . 
Progress of ind u stry is mad e 
possible largely by the research 
carried on in priv ate laborator­ 
ies and plants, aiming at better 
prod u cts. 
In agricu ltu re, howev er, there 
is little or no possibility for pri­ 
v ate research on a large scale, 
and therefore 
new 
knowled ge 
mu st be gained by fed eral and 
state research agencies if prog- 
1G SS 
is to be mad e.

HOC GROWERS' “BASE" 


Hog s stolen or lost throu g h 
cholera, pneu monia, flu , septice­ 
mia, or other diseases, can not 
be cou nted in the nu mber of 
hog s making u p the “hog base" 
of produ cers who sig n the redu c­ 
tion contract now being offered 
by . the Aricu ltu ral Adju stment 
Administration to corn and hog 
farmers in this cou nty . 
The qu estion has been raised 
by local g rowers as well as by the 
g rowers in other states. Accord­ 
ing to word receiv ed today by 
Cou nty Ag ent E. F. Brown from 
Dr. A. C. Black, chief of the corn 
hog section of the Adju stment 
Administration, 
allowance 
for 
su ch losses can not be made u n­ 
der the terms of the contract. 
"The prov ision in qu estion was 
drawn with the interests of all 
corn hog produ cers in mind, and 
becau se that interest is to be 
serv ed by redu ction of hog pro­ 
du ction,” said Dr. Black. “In or­ 
der to reach this objectiv e it is 
absolu tely essential that we pay 
only for redu ction in nu mber of 
hog s actu ally marketed du ring 
the base period, and not for re­ 
du ction from the nu mber of hog s 
that mig ht hav e been marketed 
if conditions had been different. 
• It is probable th at not more 
than half of all hog s farrowed 
ev er reach market. If the pro­ 
g ram is to be effectiv e in redu c­ 
ing produ ction, it is obv iou s th at 
the basis for redu ction mu st be 
the 
nu mber of hog s 
actu ally 
marketed. Many farmers ask to 
inclu de in their base fig u res hog s 
stolen or lost in other way s; if 
ex ceptions of this kind were 
made, the prog ram soon wou ld 
be demoralized. 
"Some 
farmers m ig ht hav e 


pro duced mo re ho g s during the 
last two y ears if they had been 
able to g ro w o r buy feed fo r 
them, and the cases of these 
farmers may be ju st as deserv ing 
as the case of a farm er who 
wou ld hav e produ ced and m ar­ 
keted more hog s if he had not 
been plag u ed by hog cholera. All 
of the circu mstances th at make 
a g rower u nable to raise hog s to 
the point at which they are m ar­ 
keted, are part of the hazards of 
farming , and g ov ernment fu nds 
can not be u sed to reimbu rse 
farmers for losses from su ch haz­ 
ards. Using the two-y ear base 
instead of a one-y ear base for 
hog produ cers will tend to equ al­ 
ize the ru ling s among g rowers 
g enerally . 
“We hav e tried to prov ide for 
as many of the ex ceptional cas­ 
es as possible in drawing the 
reg u lations, whenev er it seemed 
that doing so wou ld not seriou sly 
hamper the prog ram. We believ e, 
howev er, that pu tting into the 
hog produ ction base fig u re the 
nu mber of hog s stolen or lost 
throu g h disease wou ld seriou sly 
affect the resu lts of the pro­ 
g ram, and the su ccess of the 
prog ram is v ital to the entire 
corn and hog indu stry and to 
ag ricu ltu re g enerally .”

AT THE ALTAR 


BOOMERANG OF AIR MAIL CHANGE 
The bu rden of transporting the air mail hangs 
heav ily on the shou lders of the arm y and the 
federal gov ernment. Fiv e m en hav e been killed, 
three inju red and a dozen planes demolished 
du e directly or indirectly to the change from 
priv ate to federal operation of air mail fly ing 
by the army . 
Schedu les hav e been held u p, planes grou nded 
and other trou bles encou ntered each day . 
All indications point to the fact tha t the gov ­ 
ernm ent is already regretting its hasty action in 
cancelling all air mail contracts and bringing 
the arm y into serv ice to fly the mails. There is 
m u ch talk in W ashington of reletting the con­ 
tracts u nder different conditions. 
Under the 
new plan discu ssed, carriers wou ld be paid by 
weight of actu al pou ndage carried. 
Thou sands of protests hav e been m ade against 
the u nprecedented action of cancelling the air 
mail contracts, which, along with the m any dis­ 
asters which hav e occu rred in the ranks of arm y 
fliers transporting and working in the air mail 
serv ice, are beginning to bear fru it. 
The av erage person cannot bu t help wonder 
if the companies depriv ed 
of the contracts 
throu gh the action of the gov ernm ent can really 
be as bad as pictu red if the gov ernm ent is again 
going to offer them contracts. It is certain tha t 
if the charges made against them are tru e, they 
shou ld not be allowed any fu rther participation 
in gov ernm ent bu siness. 
There is no q u estion bu t tha t the action de­ 
priv ing priv ate companies of mail contracts is 
a seriou s blow to av iation in this cou ntry . The 
indu stry has not y et grown to proportions where 
it can be su pported and fostered by priv ate bu si­ 
ness. It was su bsidized throu gh the air m ail con­ 
tracts as hav e m any other y ou ng indu stries of 
this cou ntry . It was ju st beginning to grow into 
popu larity 
and 
widespread 
activ ity , 
showing 
promises of being self-su pporting in the 1 near 
fu tu re. 
Av iation dev elopment is all im portant inas­ 
m u ch as it is recognized as being the greatest 
m ilitary offense and defense of the m odern age. 
At least one benefit is clearly defined from the 
present situ ation and tha t is the fact tha t arm y 
fliers and eq u ipm ent hav e been shown lacking 
in req u irem ents to su ccessfu lly battle the prob­ 


lems w hich are present in practical, ev ery day 
fly ing su ch as carry ing the mail entails. The fact 
tha t their ships are not eq u ipped to receiv e radio 
beacon direction signals has been one of the 
chief handicaps. The gov ernm ent shou ld profit 
by this ex perience and take im m ediate steps to 
remedy the fau lts which hav e been u ncov ered.

WE LIVE TO LEARN 
Many of ou r m odern commodities prov ed to be 
the resu lt of accidents, and w hen one writes a 
letter and grabs the blotting paper, little does 
he think tha t it was an accident tha t cau sed 
blotting paper to be in u se today . 
Ink formerly had to be dried with sand, and 
a shaker of sand, similar to tha t of a salt shaker 
u su ally was kept for tha t pu rpose. 
One day an employ ee in a paper mill in E ng­ 
land forgot to place the proper sizing in the con­ 
tents of a v at of paper, and as a resu lt the entire 
am ou nt was throw n ou t as being no good. v Vhen 
the owner of the plant w anted some scrap paper 
he decided to u se u p the paper tha t had been 
ru ined, bu t m u ch to his su rprise when the a p­ 
plied the ink, it spread all ov er, and was ev en 
worthless to write u pon. 
This is said to hav e been the starting point for 
the u se of blotting paper. Ev ery day the m ajority 
of u s make mistakes, and we shou ld at all time 
profit by ou r mistakes. Many of the greater in­ 
v entions were du e to accidents which probably 
at the time were costly and brou ght rid icu le,, 
bu t we m u st continu e to liv e and learn, no m a t- , 
ter how m u ch the cost.

A hoped for readju stm ent of

Those who 
held on to v illas, apartm ents or 
hotel su ites in the ex pectation 
th a t the dollar wou ld crawl back 
to a “reasonable” ratio with the 
lire, sawT President Roosev elt’s 
recent stabilization merely pre­ 
serv e the statu s qu o of their ex ­ 
change losses.

Visible effects of the prolonged 
ex change difficu lty abou nd.

French, and which recently has 
become v ery popu lar in Ameri­ 
can cookery , is the sou ffle. P ro­ 
nou nced ‘ sooflay ’’ w ith the ac­ 
cent on the last sy llable. A sou f­ 
fle is an ex ceedingly light prep­ 
aration of any thing. The lig ht­ 
ness is du e to the v ery generou s 
m ix tu re of whites of eggs pres­ 
ent, beaten separately , added at 
the last minu te, and cooked into 
the mix tu re. 
M eat 
and 
fish 
sou ffles 
are 
m ade of both 
raw and cooked 
m aterial, while v egetables u sed 
in sou ffles are alway s prev iou s­ 
ly cooked. Here is a recipe for a 
h a m sou ffle, a perfect dish to 
serv e a t a gu est lu ncheon. 
Two cu ps cooked ham , chopped 
v ery 
fine; 
one h alf 
cu p soft 
bread 
cru mbs; two 
cu ps rich 
white sau ce; one tablespoon of 
green pepper chopped v ery fine; 
one half cu p grated Parm esan 
cheese; three eggs; one fou rth 
to one half teaspoon salt. 
Make the white sau ce follow­ 


ing the u su al recipe, only su bsti­ 
tu te pa rt cream and part chick­ 
en broth for the m ilk called for. 
While 
h ot 
add 
the 
cru mbs, 
chopped pepper, har6, cheese and 
the beaten y olks of the eggs. Mix 
thorou ghly . Then fold 
in t h e 
stiffly beaten egg whites. P o u r 
into a baking dish ru bbed with 
shortening. Set the dish 
in 
a 
shallow pan of hot water. Bake 
a t low tem peratu re, th a t is 210 
degrees, 
twenty -fiv e 
minu tes. 
Serv e at once, in the dish 
in 
which it cooked. If small, indi­ 
v idu al dishes are u sed, the ba k­ 
ing is only twelv e to fifteen m in­ 
u tes, the tem peratu re the same, 
and they m u st sit in a shallow 
tray of hot water.
